Two officers, a man and a Wo- 
man, have been assigned to the of- 
fice at 101 Queen Victoria street, Kk. © 
where they will receive mail or per- 
sonal petitions from the would-be 
self-slayers and advise them as to the 
best course for life and happiness. 
Gen. Booth has made the following 
general rules: 

Confidences will be rigidly 
kept and secrecy inviolably pre- 
served. 

No inquiries into the antece- 
dents or private circumstances 
of applicants will be made. 

Nothing will be committed to 
writi®e without the express 
permission of applicants. 

No financial assistance can be 
promised. 

The London Daily Express, from 
which paper Gen. Booth received the 
suggestion for the establishment of 
the bureau, presents this argument 
for the mission and the interview 
with Gen. Booth that follows: 


Alarming Increase of Suicide. 


The need for such an experiment lies 
in the fact that suicides in the Unitcad 
Kingdom have increased by 200 per 
in 50 years, and by 150 per cent 
vears.

In London. as elsewhere, the increase 
has been steady, although the number is 
less in proportion than it 6s im. the 
provinces. ‘The total for 195 is 12 more 
than the average, after allowing for the 
increase of population. The figures for 
the metropolitan police district are 
larger by an average of over one hun- 
dred, and the cases of attempt almost 
egual those of suicide.

Aside from 
being the medium through which he gives thanks 
and invokes blessings, it serves his propensit s to

rythmic motion, affords him an opportunit: to be 
sociable in a way satisfactory to his childish mind, 
and perpetuates the folk lore of his tribe, 

The Catholie Church and .civilization have to 
some extent won some of the Southwestern In 
dians away from their idols, but they have never 
changed the faith and ceremonials of the Zuni. 
These strange Amzona people find in thet dances 
an opportunity fora complete relapse to the prim 
itive state. Everything foreign and modern 
is excluded from them, and when the Zuni dances 
one sees him today exactly as the Spanish con- 
querors saw him 365 years ago. 

The organization of the dances of February and 
March is simple. When the mood comes upon the 
people, the chief priest of the order in charge of 
the dances of the Kiwisiwe goes to the homes of 
his fellows and says: “I wish to have a dance. 
Let us arrange for it.” The outdoor dances are 
preceded by smaller ones indoors. When the cere- 
monies extend to the plazas, the people get out 
their masks and fine clothes and contribute to the 
spectacle according to their wealth and. invention. 

A peculiarity of the dances at this season is 
that no priest of any order is permitted to dance 
“more than {qun days consecutively,” whereas in 
the dances of ¢ife solstices there is no restriction.

Two cases of this kind have recently engaged 
the attention not merely of the American people, 
but of the entire civilized world—namely, those of 
Bellamy Storer, the former Minister of the United 
States at Vienna. and of Sir Mortimer Durand, the 
British Ambassador to Washington. It is perhaps 
unfair to mention them in the same connection. For 
whereas Bellamy Storer allowed himself to be 
goaded by the angry letter of the President to Mrs. 
Storer into the most unpardonable indiscretions, 
Sir Mortimer Durand has maintained since he re- 
ceived his sudden orders of recall the most digni- 
fied reserve and reticence, declining to utter a sin- 
gle word of complaint, although the treatment to 
which he has been subjected is calculated to ex- 
cite the most bitter resentment 
When Sir Mortimer Durand arrived in this coun- 
trv, after having at his own request been trans- 
ferred from the British Embassy at Madrid to that 
at Washington, he found established as Dean of the 
Diplomatic Corps at Washington Count Cassini, In-

Cassini, and was known to especially 
dislike certain traits of the young woman as not in 
keeping with the dignities of the position in which 
she was Placed by the Russian Ambassador. 

Accordingly, Sir Mortimer Durand and Lady Du- 
rand discouraged anything approaching intimacy 
between thelr young daughter and Mlle. Cassini.

r WMA mbassadress set their faces against the 
 tacto Russian Ambassadress, Miss Alice Roose- 
velt took up the cudgels in behalf of her Muscovite 
friend with a vigor which she has inherited from 
her father, whom she likewise enlisted in her cause, 
and thus, at the very outset of the career of the 
Durands in America, they found a most influential 
part of the world at Washington arrayed against 
them. 

Soon after the visit to this country of certain 
Russians of rank came the cessation of all relations 
between Mlle. Cassini and the White House. In 
fact, during the last few weeks of her stay in 
Washington she was to such an extent boycotted 
by every one that her position became intolerable, 
and she went abroad. Count Cassini was likewise 
shortly afterward transferred to the altogether un- 
important mission of Madrid, where he has never 
until this day ventured to bring Mlle. Cassini. 

While the Durands had thus justified their atti- 
tude toward the Cassinis, the fact that they had 
been proved to be in the right did not contribute 
to increase the good will of either the Chief Magis- 
trate or his daughter toward them. 

It has been said that the President evidently re- 
sented the action of the Durands in revealing that 
which might have been ignored, 

This was made known in London, and especially 
at court, by Lady Susan Townley, wife of the for- 
mer First Secretary and Counsellor of the British 
Embassy at Washington., Not that Lady. Susan 
was in any way persona grata at the White House. 
(Mm the contrary, she was cordially disliked there 
by reason of her uncontrollable disposition to turn 
everything and everybody in America into ridicule. 
Her description of the entertainments at the White 
House as “the biggest circus in America’ naturally 
soon reached the ears of the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt; also her remarks about the various Cab- 
inet officers, their wives and the leading digni- 
taries of the Government. 

Nothing was sacred to Lady Susan, not even the 
Durands, and the Ambassador and his wife were 
quite as much the subject of her caustic sarcasms 
as was the imposing Chief Magistrate of the United 
States and his family. Lady Susan, as the daugh- 
ter and sister of earls, resented the superiority in 
rank of Lady Durand. 

Finally matters reached such a pass that the 
Townleys and Durands were no longer on speaking 
terms, the rudeness of Lady Susan to the Durands, 
and especially to their daughter during the visit 
of the Princes Louis and Alexander of Battenberg, 
having passed beyond all belief and it was quletly 
intimated to Sir Mortimer that it would be well to 
transfer the Townleys to a post more congenial to 
themselves than Washington. This hint, it is sald, 
was communicated by Sir Mortimer to London. 


Lady Susan and her husband were recalled and 
spent the whole of last season in London, where 
her sister-in-law, Mrs. George Keppel, is persona 
gratissima at court. I¢ is probable, however, that 
Lady Susan would, even with the assistance of the 
fascinating Mrs. George Keppel, have been unable 
to accomplish as much as she has achieved had it 
not been for the fact she was able to furnish proof 
that the Durands were not in the good graces of the 
President and of his eldest daughter. The result 
has been that Walter Townley, who was receiving 
$4000 a year as Secretary at Washington, has been 
promoted over the heads of a number of other dip- 
lomats to the post of Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Buenos Ayres, at a salary of $20,000 a year. a fur- 
nished house and other advantages, while Sir Mor- 
timer has suddenly been not merely recalled but 
placed on the retired list of the diplomatic service. 

How little he expected anything of the kind is 
perhaps best shown by the fact that he had made 
all his arrangements to spend the remainder of his 
diplomatic Career—that is to say, some eight years— 
in America, and that ten days before his recall he 
had brought out five footmen from England. In 
fact, his recall was altogether a bolt from the blue,

As for Bellamy Storer, the manner ‘in which his 
promising diplomatic career has been wrecked by 
the indisecreet zeal of his wife is of too recent OC- 
currence to need here more than passing reference, 
Nobody, after the publication of the extraordinary 
correspondence between the President and the 
Storers, can entertain any doubt as to the fac 
that the latter in exerting themselves at t 
Vatican to secure the red hat for <Archbishe 
Ireland were convinced that they were fulfilll 
the wishes of the Chief Magistrate of th 
United States 

In spite of all assertions to the contrary, it Is a 
matter of common knowledge abroad and at Wash- 
ington that the transfer of Hénry White from Rome 
to Paris was rendered imperative by the diffieu} 
situation which his wife had created in the Bterr 
City, both for him and for herself, by attempt 
to exercise a despotic discrimination against grand 
dames of the patriciate to whose more or less p : 
nounced flirtations she took exception,

owned the palace In which the American Embass 
was situated, was being buried frpm that palace 
the royal arrival interrupting the formation of the 
funeral procession. 


The Marquis de Montebello, who for so many 
years represented France at St. Petersburg, we 
deprived of his lucrative Ambassadorship, owin 
to the extraordinary rudeness of his extremel 
bourgeoise Marquise, the daphter of a Parisia 
shopkeeper, to the wives of the French Cabinet Min 
isters on the occasion of the last visit of the C 
and Czarina to France, and of their stay at the 
Palace of Complegne.

Marshal Ney, caused the recall of her husband fre 
the post of Ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
by losing her temper and boxing the ears of a:
